THERE is no more rascally system 
invented to swindle the people and fill 
the pockets of and indi- 
viduals than that of the tariff. If Mr. 
CLAY could have foreseen the hypoc- 
risy and robbery that have sprung 
from his once so-called “‘American sys- 
through combination and collu- 
sion, under the guise of protection, his 
days would have been clouded with 
sorrow—he would have disearded it al- 
together; and eould they be cognizant 
of what has grown out of that of which 
he was so proud, his hallowed bones 
would rattle in their mouldering coffin. 
Perhaps the wanton waste of the pub- 
lic domain in pretending to give aid to 
private enterprise in the Pacific Rail- 
road schemes, may, as regards a few 
-analcvgous conspiracies to build private 
fortunes, be on a somewhat larger and 
more extensive scale. But then there 
is some promised good to result, while 
the tariff plunder reproduces nothing 
except a continueus stealing from the 
people for the benefit of the plunderer. 
Let us take the article of salt, for ex- 
ample—an article that enters into 
the general domestic economy of 
every household. It is almost 
as necessary as the air we 
breathe and the water we drink. In 
fact, it is indispensable. We know of 
nothing with which to supply its place. 


‘In the year 1841 salt was imported free, 


The next year there was a duty of eight 
cents per bushel of fifty-five or sixty 
pounds. In 1846, while they were tin- 
kering with the tariff, the duty on salt 
was changed to twenty per cent., ad 
valorem, at which everything had been 
promised to stand by the compromise 
of 1832. This was a fax of two cents a 
bushel; but in 1857 it was reduced to 
one and a half cents. Four years later 
the duty was run up to four cents per 
bushel, and in August of that year to 
twelve cents, and the next July to 
eighteen cents per one hundred pounds, 
or an ad valorem Of from one hundred 
to one hundred and seventy per cent. 
These figures are not ours, but were of- 
ficially given by Mr. WELLS, Special 
Commissioner ef the Revenue, in his 
report to Secretary for 
1868. He gives three illustrations of 
the relation between the duties and the 
importing cost of salt from acfual expe- 
rience: 
“ No.1. Brig Goodwin, from Cadiz, 
arrived at New York, August, 1867:

From these figures, which are from
